HOLLYWOOD PRACTICALLY WRECKED. 
More than 200 men were sworn in by candle light tonight to 
guard Hollywood, which was ‘practically wrecked. 
There were 30 known. dead in Hollywood and 300 injured. 
The Hollywood hotel, the city hall and the police station were 
crowded with the injured. A thousand were homeless. 
The list of 103 accounted for as casualties was Mernnuted 
as follows: Hollywood, 19; Dania, 11; Ojus, 1; Coral Gables, 3 
Miami and Miami Beach, 44; Lafkina. 1; St. Louis, Mo., 4 
Johnson Cfty, Tenn., 1; Hialeah, 5;-Fort — 11, and 
Biscayne Park, 6. 
Aniong the many tragedies of the storm was the drowning 
of from 35 to 40 whiteswomen and children in the lake region 
near Moore Haven. . 

Only a single structure among the large array of skyscrapers 
in Miami suffered disastrously, but all showed the marks of 
the driving force of the storm. The new eighteen-story Myer- 
Kiser Bank building, a’ $1,000,00 structure, received a severe 
twist in its superstructure which will necessitate’ razing, al- 
though there is no immediate danger in the building toppling. 
Few windows were left in the various major buildings, among 
which are the Commodore and the McAllistér hotels. The new 
Everglades hotel, on the bay shore, lost its roof. Otherwise 


these structures remained intact. 


REPORTER MAKES WAY FROM ' STORM. 

The death list from the hurricane at Miami and Miami Beach 
was estimated at 230 persons by a reporter for the Miami 
Herald, who reached/here late today from Miami.

TROOPS ARE ASKED AT ONCE, 


The first passenger train from Miami since the city was isolated last 
Friday might reached New Smyrna, Fla., at noon Sunday bringing a 
message from the sheriff to Gov. John W. Martin asking for 250 sdldiers 
“as quickly as possible’ and reporting the city of Hollywood, twelve 
miles to the north of Miami, in dire need of food, supplies and medical 
aid. . ’ r 

Gov. Martin at Tallahassee immediately ordered troops and. hospital 
units rushed to the scene of the disaster, and food supplies were dis- 
patched from several points. 

Untold suffering has been left in the storm’s wake, with thousands 
of homes leveled and innumerable families seeking relief in any form. 
The situation generally was chavacterized as appalling and throughout 
the section few attempts were made to identify any bodies, as medical 
aid was administered to hundreds of injured persons. 


MARTIAL LAW IS REQUESTED. 2 


Urgent appeals were sent from here today to Gov. John W. Martin, 
petitioning martial law and requesting immediate relief. Arrival of 
newspaper.men from Miami at noon occasioned the dispatch several 
hours later of a train bearing doctors, nurses and sufficient supplies, 
including water, which has been at a premium. 

Sweeping in from the Bahamas Friday midnight the hurricane descend- 
ed with fury on Miami, centering there during the greater part of the nine 
hours which it raged, and veering northward to carve a path of desola- 
tion in Hollywood and its vicinity, 12 miles to the north. Miami bore 
the brunt of the damage through the area in property losses, but in- 
creasing fatalities in the region between Hollywood and Fort Lauder- 
dale indicated that loss of life would be largest there. 

Rain began falling in Miami soon after midnight, attended by rising 
winds and a slow barometric decline. The storm advanced alarmingly 
and by 1 o’clock the wind had obtained a velocity of 65 miles an hour: 
the barometer fell to 28.84. Two hours later light and power service 
snapped in the Miami district except in the heart of the city. The storm 
bore down with greater intensity in the early hours of the morning, and 
at 5:40 o’clock the weather bureau reperted a record low barometerie 
pressure of 27.75, said to be the lowest miark ever registered in the 
United States. Miami Beach at the same time was helpless in the face 


of a 120-miles-an-hour wind, and mountainous waves swept over the 
island.

Wolfe. ‘‘Wireless dispatches 
told us we escaped the worst of the 
week’s hurricanes, but I’ve never 
seen a madder sea and a madder 
sky than we had on this trip.’’ 

The Monterey left Vera Cruz 
_ September 11 with 133 passengers 
and a general cargo of cotton, lead, 
hides and copper. It docked nine 
hours behind schedule. 

Nearly every one on board was 
seasick; Capt. P. B. Peterson ex- 
perienced it for the first time in 
his life. . Nobody wanted to talk 
about the voyage today. 

“Give us a few days on land. 
Maybe then we'll think we had an 
interesting experience,’’ one officer 
said. “If anyone on board enjoyed 
the trip, he’s kept it dark.”’ 

The Monterey ‘got its first lash 
from the tail of the tornado that 
swept from Nassau. Opposite the 
island on Thursday morning the 
ship began to pitch in black waters.

New York, Sept. 19.— The area 
| hit_by the Florida storm is, rough- 
\ly, the lower half of the State’s 
| Atlantic coast line. It embraces the 
ithree counties of Palm Beach, 


1! Broward and Dade—the richest ag- 


i ricultural districts in the State of 
flowers and locale of the “big 
boom,” which that region experi- 
enced, beginning with 1923. 

The storm is reported to have 
traveled as far.inland as Lake Okee- 
chobee, the body of water below 


which stretch the famous Ever- 
glades. Lake Okeechobee, lying to 
the west of Palm Beach county, is 
about 50 miles from the coast. The 
gale must have swept over a terri- 
tory of at least 20,000 square. miles 
in extent. 


Storm's Power Increased. 


According to reports, it hit Fort 
Pierce, about 70 miles north of 
Palm Beach, on its most northerly 
manifestation, and on the south 
swept over Kay Largo, which lies 


off the extreme southeastern points 
of the peninsula. 

The power of the storm, appar- 
ently, was increased by the com- 
parative flatness of the terrain and 
by the fact that the Everglades, 
despite their rank, heavy foliage, 
do not offer sufficient wind resist- 
ance to “‘break’’ a storm. A similar 
condition exists along the Louisi- 
ana coast, where a heavy wind 
from the gulf finds itself unimped- 
ed for 100 miles, owing to the un- 
broken rice fields in that State. 

The gale reached a velocity of 
80 to 100 miles an hour at Miami 
and Miami Beach. The same 
velocity was reported at Palm 
Beach, the ‘‘winter paradise’’ of all 
Florida resorts. Palm Beach is 
about 70 miles north of Miami. 


Big Hotels Face Brunt. 


There was considerable specula- 
tion here among hotel and develop- 
ment men as to the fate of the 
huge, extravagantly-appointed hotels 
that line the northern end of Miami 
Beach, the point that would take 
the brunt of a westerly gale. The 


wind is said to have played havoc 
with the shipping that had been 
riding at anchor in the new Miami 
harbor. There is a new chdnnel, 
four and a half miles in length, 
spanning the distance between 
Miami and the sea. It has been 
made 18 feet in depth to accommo- 
date larger types of vessels. 

Palm Beach, though it has a 
much smaller population than 
Miami, far outranks the ‘‘boom’’ 
city in the magnificence of its 
hotels, clubs and casinos. The 
Riviera of this country, it com- 
pares in munificence with any re- 
sort in America. It is not known 
the extent of the havoc the gale 
wrought amongst the palatial 
buildings where American society 
takes refuge in midwinter. 


In Line of the Gale. 


Although Palm Beach and West 
Palm Beach, the more democratic 
adjunct to the famous winter re- 
sort, and Miami are the most im- 
portant of the cities which lay in 
the direct course of the gale, doz- 
ens of other communities dotting 
the shore line in the three south- 


ern counties suffered in proportion. 

Cocoanut Grove, Biscayne Park, 
Buena Vista and Lemon City, towns 
in Dade county and within. 10 to 
30 miles of Miami, were equally ex- 
posed to the wrath of the hurri- 
cane. Ig¢ is expected that the 
slighter construction in these towns 
may have lessened their damage 
considerably. 

In Broward county, above Dade 
county, Fort Lauderdale, Pompano 
and Deerfield are believed to have 
suffered, being in the direct path of 
the wind. Lake Worth, Jupiter and 
Boynton, in Palm Beach county, are 
also mentioned in dispatches. 

The three hundred or more miles 
of coast line which suffered, repre- 
sented investments of many hun- 
dreds of million dollars in the last 
few years. It is a fringe of civiliza- 
jtion along the coast line, looking 
eastward out to sea, and looking

ers, yachts, pleasure boats and 
dredges were dashed against the 
dotks at Miami and sunk or lifted 


by the tidal wave, which was driven 
up Biscayne bay from the ocean, 
amd deposited 50 yards or more in- 
land up Biscayrie boulevard, re- 
cently becoming one of the most 
sightly avenues of the world. More 
than a score of yachts, speed boats 
and tugs were counted diagonally 
across from the McAllister hotel, at 
the edge of Royal Palm park. Other 
craft were not so lucky, for they 
were dashed against the 3-mile 
causeway joining Miami and Miami 
Beach and were crushed and sunk, 
after they had torn great jagged 
holes in the causeway or severed it 
at several points. \The Nohab, 
$100,000 yacht of former Kaiser 
Wilhelm of Germany, was broken 
in two and sunk in the bay off the 
Miami water front. 

Altogether there are less than a 
half dozen vessels of all kinds left 
on the water front. One of these is 
a large United States engineers’ cut- 
ter, while the only other of any size 
is a big freighter, a mere hulk, as 
every vestige of sail and rigging has 
been stripped from it. 

Miami, Fort Lauderdale and Hol- 
lywood, the three larger towns in 
the path of the hurricane, are under 
martial law. Water, food and sur- 
gical supplies are sadly needed. 
There is no gas or electric light in 
any of them. What cooking is be- 
ing done is by acetylene torches 
and small fires kindled by wood 
from wrecked homes. 


Governor Asked for Troops. 


Appeal has been made to Gov. 
Martin at Tallahassee to send 
troops, Red Cross nurses, doctors, 
medical supplies, food and water 
from the other cities of the. State, 
as they are direly needed. 

A special train of supplies, doc- 
tors and nurses was made up here 
this afternoon and dispatched’ to 
the stricken cities after two news- 
paper men, who left Miami by truck 
Saturday afternoon at 4 o’clock, 
rode and .walked through the 
devasted area until 1 o’clock this 
morning to Fort Lauderdale, 20 
miles north, slept 2 or 3 hours 
with homeless refugees in a school 
house and then started through 
the remaining 40 to Palm Beach in 
a borrowed car. They arrived here 
this morning at 11 o’clock with 
the first news from the devastated 
section, which had been without 
communication with the outside 
world since midnight Friday. 

The ‘hurricane reached Miami 
between 2 and 3 a. m. Saturday, 
following by only a few hours a 
precautionary warning by the 
Washington weather bureau. The 
barometer reading then stood about 
29.25. It dropped rapidly until it 
reached a minimum of 27.75 at 
5:50 a. m., when all weather re- 
cording apparatus was blown from 
the top of the Miami postoffice, 
where it was located, by the hur- 
ricane that Richard W. Gray, gov- 
ernment meteorologist at Miami, 
declares was blowing 130 miles an 
hour. Normal standing of the 
barometer is 29.80. Galveston, 
Tex., during the disastrous hurri- 
cane and tidal wave in 1900, reg- 
istered only 28.40. 


Second Hurricane Strikes. 


After the first hurricane there 
came a lull of about an hour and 
a half, during which thousands dug 
themselves out of wrecked homes, 
and succor for the dead and wound- 
ed began. At 7:30 a. m., however, 
a second hurricane, whipping up the 
coast from the southeast, struck 
the ruined district with a fury 
almost equal to that of the first. 
The damage it wrought was even 
greater, for thousands of homes, 
stores, garages and.other business 
buildings, weakened by the first 
hurricane, quickly succumbed to 
the second attack and toppled over 
into ruined and twisted masses, 
burying hundreds under them. 

The greatest loss of life and 
property is in Miami and its suburbs. 
The city proper is a mass of broken 
plate glass, wrecked and twisted 
business houses and thousands of 
residences, many completely de- 
stroyed or heavily damaged from 
loss of roof or walls with window 
panes smashed and_ furnishings 
drenched by the driving sheets of 
rain. Thousands of magnificent, 
stately palms and Australian pine 
trees are uprooted, broken off a 


few feet from the roots or twisted 


and bent hopelessly. Many of them 
fell across and broke the roofs of 
residences. Much shrubbery was 
wrenched out of the ground and 
strewn about, a complete loss. 


Tidal Waves Sweep Beach. 


At the height of the two hurri- 
canes reports that two tidal waves 
swept Miami Beach to a depth of 
four to six feet came in but no one 
was able to verify any accounts of 
many being killed by falling walls 
or trees, or of being swept back 
into the ocean as the waves re- 
ceded. Property loss however is 
very high and will run into the 
millions. The ocean-side hotels 
were battered, walls smashed, win- 
dows. broken and. the lower floors 
flooded, but none was swept into 
the ocean. Bathing casinos, small 
apartments, and bathhouses along 
the beach were swept away or ir- 
reparably damaged. Scores of apart- 


the handsome, costly homes of the 
wealthy were flooded in from four 
to ten feet of water. The terror- 
stricken inhabitants of all the smal! 
structures took refuge between the 
blasts of wind, driving sheets of 
rain and jagged lightning in the 
taller buildings, where they could 
keep above rising waters. Four 
golf courses were buried under the 
sand brought in by the waves. 

The loss at Coral Gables will not 
be large as compared to other cit- 
ies in the Miami area. It escaped 
largely the force of the hurricane. 
Some residences and _ business 
houses, however, were unroofed 
and trees and shrubbery uprooted. 

The greatest loss of life perhaps 
in the Miami area was in three cit- 
ies or towns to the north and west 
of the city proper. Hialeah was 
virtually leveled. The houses are 
small and of inferior. construction, 
and the hurricane mowed them 
cown almost without exception. 
Eundreds were wounded. Added to 
the suffering was high water from 
the Miami canal, which drains the 
Everglades into the Miami river. 
It burst its banks and swept over 
the little city. 

In Little River and Lemon City 
there was the same tale of devas- 
tation and destruction wrought 
upon all buildings. There was 
hardly a structure in either of 
them that was not damaged. Some 
were in heaps, the walls of others 
were caved in and about to fall, 
while the roofs were off nearly all 
ibe remainder. Loss of life and the 
roll of injured was very heavy in 
these two towns. 

The manager of the largest bus 
company in Lemon City said that 
his machines alone had carried 350 
injured to hospitals, schoolhouses 
and other relief stations.

At Hollywood, where there is a 
unit of the State national guard, 
Capt. Starke took command of the 
situation and upon his own initia- 
tive declared martial law. 

At Fort Lauderdale, which is 8 
miles north and which newspaper 
men reached after abandoning a 
truck which had mired in making a 
detour and walked five miles, the 
United States coast guard had taken 
charge and was patrolling the 
streets. The main hotel wag 80 
seriously damaged that all guests 
had been ordered out of it. In the 
little railway station, scores of re- 
fugees, homes’ destroyed, were 
gathered in groups talking in 


whispers or were stretched out upon 


the floor seeking to sleep.

Distinguished Officer Saw 
Service in Indian Wars, 
hie tointy and France. 


CHECKED FLEEING SIOUX 
AFTER WOUNDED KNEE 
Holder of Congress Medal 
Made Famous Ride on 
Villa’s Trail. 


Columbus, Ohio, Sept. 19 (By A. 
P.).—Major General Robert Lee 
Howze, commanding officer of the 
Fifth Corps area, United States Ar- 
my, died here today following an 
operation yesterday for gall blad- 
der trouble. He was 62 years old. 

General Howze had an outstand- 
ing record in the United States 
Army, which began soon after his 
graduation from the United States 
Military academy in 1888. His 
war record included service in the 
Indian warfare in the Northwest. 
for which he won the congressional 
medal of honor, the Philippine re- 
volt, the Mexican raids and the 
world war. 


Other Honors Bestowed. 


He also received the distin- 
guished service medal, the croix de 
guerre, with palm, and was an offi- 
cer of the legion of honor of 
France. 

During the world war. General 
Howze commanded the 38th divis- 
ion and served in the Meuse-Ar- 
gonne battle. He commanded the 
third (Marne) division in its march 
to the Rhine and led that division 
in the army of occupation in Ger- 
many, until August 14, 1919. On 
his return to the States he was as- 
signed to Mexican border duty with 
the third division and was in com- 
mand of the district of El Paso. 

He came to Fort Hayes, Colum- 
bus, in July, 19265. 


Ruled Mitchell Court. 


Gen. Howze again. .came_ into 
prominence a little less than a year 
ago, when he was called upon to 
preside over the army court-martial 
which tried Col. William Mitchell 
for his famous charges of malad- 
ministration and near treasonable 
conduct of aviation by the War and 
Navy departments. The presidency 
of the court evolved upon him when 
Maj, Gen. Charles P. Summerall. 
senior officer on the active list of 
the army, was excused from this 
post at his own request after Col. 
Mitchell had attacked Summerall 
for his record as commander of the 
Hawaiian department. 


(By the Associated Press. ) 
As a lieutenant of cavalry Maj. 
Gen. L. L. Howze prevented the 
warring Sioux tribes from escaping 
at Wounded Knee and, with 50 
cavalrymen, closed the gap which 
made possible the return of the In- 
dians to the reservation. When a 
lieutenant colonel of volunteers 
Gen. Howze rescued Lieut. Comdr. 
Gilmore and 27 other naval officers 
and men'from the Philippine insur- 
rectos under Aguinaldo. In con- 
junction with Col, Luther Hare he 
also rescued 3,500 Spanish prison- 
ers, including 450 officers, one’a 
major general. For this Gen. 
Howze was officially thanked by the 
Secretary of War for ‘‘most distin- 
guished conduct.’’ He was then 
promoted to be a brigadier general 
of volunteers, although only a lieu- 
tenant in the regular line. 

In Gen. Pershing’s punitive ex- 
pedition into Mexico after Villa,

Gen. Howze, then a major com- 
manding a equadrorn of selected 
mounted men, rode 75 miles in 24 
hours without rest while pursuing 
Villa through the mounthin passes 
of Chihuahua. He made a night 
ride of 42 miles and fought an en- 
gagement with the bandits at Cjos 
Azules, killing 61 of the bandits, in- 
cluding a Villa general, This ride 
is still referred to ag ‘‘Howze’s 
ride’’ and won for him a promotion 
to be a lieutenant colonel. 


Gen. Howze was a native of Hen- 


derson county, Tex. He was com- 
mandant at West Point, organized 
the famous Thirty-fourth volunteer 
infantry at Fort Logan, Colo.; 
served in command of the Ameri- 
can regiment stationed in Porto 
Rico, was graduated from the War 
college and was chief of staff of the 
northeastern department wifh head- 
quarters at Boston before going to 
the Mexican border to command the 
El Paso district. 

Gen. Howze was promoted to be 
a major general on August 22, 
1918, which date was the fifty- 
fourth anniversary of his birth. 


While in command on the Mexican | 


border Gen. Howze succeeded in es- 
tablishing friendly relations with 
the Mexican officials in Juarez, and 
his period of command was known 
as ‘‘Howze’s era of good feeling.’’ 


QUEEN'S PARTY 10 LIVE 
ON SPECIAL TRAIN HERE 


Marie of Roumania Will Be 
Absent on U. S. Trip for 
Eight Weeks. 


Bucharest, Roumania, Sept. 19 
(By A. P.).—Queen Marie’s trip to 
the United States will last eight 
weeks, and during most of the time 
the royal party will live on a private 
train. 

The announced itinerary takes in 
the cities of New York, Washington, 
Philadelphia, Buffalo, Cleveland, De- 
troit, Indianapolis, Cincinnati, Chi- 
cago, St. Paul, Minneapolis, Butte, 
Livingston, Denver, Seattle, Port- 
land, Ore.; Vancouver, San Fran- 
cisco, Los Angeles, Kansas City, 
Albuquerque, St. Liuis and Louis- 
vile. The queen also will visit 
Florida and North and South. Caro- 
lina. 

The queen will be accompanied by 
her daughter, Princess Ileana, the 
young Infanta Beatrice ofSpain, and 
possibly Prince Nicholas, her second 
son.

TRACING OF $441,000

Prosecution Also Is Expected 
to Show Destruction of 
Alleged Records. 


New York, Sept.°19 (By A. P.).— 
The government is expected to face 


the ctfucial test this week in the 
Daugherty-Miller trial, which will 
be resumed tomorrow. 

Already it has established the fact 
that the late John’ T, King, once 
Republican national committeeman 
from Connecticut, received $441,- 
000 as ‘‘commission’’ for his part 
in obtaining the return to allegedly 
German owners of $7,000,000 real- 
ized from the sale of American 
Metals Co. stock seized as enemy 
property during the war. Its next 
important task will be to convince 
the jury trying the case in Federal 
court that the two defendants, 
Harry M. Daugherty, Attorney 
General under the Harding admin- 
istration, and Thomas W. Miller, 
alién property custodian at the 
same time, shared in this money 
for allowing the $7,000,000 claim. 

Numerous documents have been 
presented as evidence by United 
States District Attorney Buckner 
bearing on the part Daugherty and 
Miller played in the transaction, 
but so far the Federal prosecu- 
tor has not reached the point in his 
case of actually attempting to trace 
the money which he charges was 
accepted by Daugherty and Miller. 


German Magnate’s Story. 


Richard Merton, German metal 
magnate who negotiated the 
$7,000,000 transfer for the alleg- 
edly German owners, has testified, 
as star witness for the government, 
that he paid King $441,000, but as 
King is now dead the government 
will have to rely primarily upon 
bank records in its efforts to prove 
that Daugherty and Miller shared 
in the money which King received. 
In opening his case, the govern- 
ment' prosecutor asserted that im- 
portant records concerning the dis- 
position of part of the money paid 


‘to King had been destroyed, and he 
‘'accused Daugherty 3* 
'a hand in their destruction.

By records which Federal investi- 
gators found, however, Mr. Buckner 
hopes to convince the jury that both 
Miller and Daugherty accepted 
graft. 


Daugherty in New York. 


Merton maintained on the witness 
stand that he did not know what 
King did with the $441,000 which 
he was paid. It was brought out 
that Miller personally delivered the 
check for approximately $7,000,- 
000 to Merton during a campaign 
dinner in the Ritz-Carlton hotel. 
As to Daugherty’s personal connec- 
tion with the transfer, the govern- 
ment brought out, through King’s 
private secretary, that all King’s 
correspondence with Daughterty 
during negotiations for the $7,000,- 
000 transfer had disappeared. The 
prosecution also has introduced 
government records and telegrams 
establishing definitely that Daugher- 
ty, accompanied by Miller and the 
late Jess W. Smith, Daughegty’s 
aide and confidante came to New 
York at approximately the time 
King and Merton were conducting 
their negotiations.

UNITARIAN LAYMEN PLAN 
RELIGIOUS LIBERTY FIGHT 


Convention Votes for Nation- 
Wide Campaign Against 
Evil of Intolerance. 


IS APPROVED BY COUNCIL 


The sixth ‘annual -convention of 
Unitarian Laymen’s league 
came to a close yesterday, the third 
day of the gathering of delegates 
from all parts of the country. The 
morning session was held in the All 
Souls’ Unitarian church, Sixteenth 
and Harvard streets northwest, 
following a réligious servioe, con- 
ducted by the Rev. Ulysses G.: P. 
Pierce, pastor, while in the after- 
noon the league council, governing 
body of the convention, met in the 
Hotel Hamilton. 

The features of the convention 
were the stand taken in the evolu- 
tion question and plans'for a fight 
for religious freedom. At the morn- 
ing meeting resolutions recom- 
mending the adoption of the con- 
ventions’ plans for a nation-wide 
battle for religious freedom were 
adopted and it was further recom- 
mended that lecturers be sent to all 
parts of the conntry, particularly 
those portions where Unitarianism 
is not strong, to relate the meaning 
of evolution. — 

The ‘outstanding figures in the 
convention were Charles H. Strong, 
New York attorney and honorary 
vice: president of the league, who 
leads in the evolution question. Mr. 
Strong was appointed by the league 
to file a legal brief when the 
famous Scopes case was appealed in 
the supreme court in Tennessee. 
The conventions hold that the 
teaching of evolution is helpful and 
not harmful to religion and that if 
a law were passed compelling a 
child to follow only a biblical ver- 
sion of the creation, the child would 
be cheated of a wealth of scientific 
knowledge and the law would be 
unjust. The Rev. Dr. Samuel Mc- 
Chord Crothers, prominent clergy- 
man and author of Boston, shared 
the limelight with Mr. Strong by 
his speech on religious liberty de- 
livered the second day of the con- 
vention, in which he opposed intol- 
erance.

The 
President is expected to discuss 
with Secretary Mellon the appoint- 
ment of an Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury to succeed McKen- 
zie Moss, of Kentucky, who was ap- 
pointed last June to a judgeship 
with the Court of Claims.

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THE FIFTH RESERVATION.

The committee representing members of the 
league of nations, which has been considering 
the American reservations to the world court 
resolution, is said to have made a report which 
attempts to evade acceptance of the fifth reser- 
vation. The committee recommends that, the 
several nations draw up a reply to the United 
States in identical language, advising it that 
they do not know whether requests for advisory 
opinions jrequire a unanimous or a majority . 
vote in the league council, but that in any 
event the United States will have the same 
rights as members of the council. The plenary 
conference of league nations belonging to the 
court will consider this report this week. 

The plenary~eouncil may as well scrap the 
report. The. proposal suggested by the com- 
mittee is an absurdity which-the United States 
could not entertai#f. In case the council should 
decide that it could Ask for advisory opinions 
by majority vote, the United States would find 
itself without power to prevent the court from 
entertaining a request for an opinion on a 
question in which the United States had or 
claimed an interest. As the fifth reservation is 
intended to prevent such action, by any vote 
whatever, it is apparent that the committee at 
Geneva is ynerely suggesting a method of hood- 
winking the United States. “s 

The covenant of the league of nations is so 
ambiguous that the nations belonging to the 
league can decide for or ‘against the United 
States if this country should adhere to the 
court on the terms proposed. The resolution of 
adherence was adopted by the Senate only after 
76 senators had _ become satisfied that 
the reservations absolutely safeguarded the 
United States against the rendering of advisory 
opinions without its consent on questions affect- 
ing this country. If this assurance is destroyed, 
violent opposition will immediately develop 
against adherence to the court on any terms 
whatever. 

The plausible suggestion that the United 
States would ‘‘have the same rights as members 
of the league council”’ is not only an offense to 
American intelligence, but is stupid in its dis- 
regard of an outstanding fact. The United 
States does not care what rights are enjoyed by 
members of.the league council. It does not, 
seek to share those rights, and in the very first 
reservation adopted by the Senate it again 
announced that it would not enter into any 
legal relations with the league. If other 
nations are willing to submit to the political 
influence of the league council, fortified by ad- 
visory opinions obtained without their consent, 
they are free to do so, but the Senate and the 
President have given notice that the United 
States will not permit the world court to. be 
used against this country by the league of 
nations, : 

Nor does the United States wish to share the 
right to exert political influence upon other 
nations by using the league council and its in- 
fluence over the world court. This nation is 
not seeking to become a member of a political 
syndicate composed of an inner circle of powers 
which enjoy advantages over other nations in 
manipulating the league council, advised by the 
world court. The, United States will continue 
to deal with each nation separately. 

Thus the offer to give the United States the 
same rights as members of the league council, 
if made, will be rejected; and if the safeguard 
embodied in the fifth reservation is not ac- 
cepted unconditionally the President can not 
sign the protocol of adherence to the world 
court,

An American Without a Country. 


To the Editor of The Post-——Sir: 
I am an American-born woman. 
My ancestors came from England 
to America in the year 1700. By 
the existing double standard of the 
American government, I am not 
only rendered alien, but a stateless 
alien. My husband, a Hindu, was 
a naturalized American citizen when 
I married him. He had secured his 
certificate of naturalization from 
a United States district court in 
1914, having previously resided in 
the United States for eight years. 
The. United States State Depart- 
ment three times, gave him passports 
with which he traveled all over the 
world. He still holds his American 
naturalization certificate, but to- 
day he is told by the State Depart- 
ment that he was never an Ameri- 
ean citizen, because ‘‘the judges, 


century or more naturalized Hindus 
to American citizenship, by due 
process of law, did not know the 
meaning of the United States 
naturalization laws, and so these ~ 
judges from all parts of the United 
States acted’ illegally.’’ 

This interpretation is based upon 
a recent decision’ rendered by a 
United States Supreme Court judge 
who is himself a naturalized citizen, 
‘who held that “high-caste Hindus 
are not white persons according to 
the commonly accepted meaning of 
the term, and thus are ineligible to 
American citizenship.”’

Preliminary reports indicate that 
the greatest amount of freight ever 
offered the roads will roll over the 
rails during October, November and 
December next. 

On that basis the railroads are 
looking forward to breaking all rec- 
ords this year, certainly as to the 
amount of business handled and 
probably as to gross and net income, 


Will Speak for All Business. 


The 8,006 shippers are canvassing 
the transportation requirements, 
during the closing quarter of the 
year, of practically every industry 
in the United States. Their com- 


bined reports, when made, will rep-|, 


resent the entire fabric of American 
commerce and industry. They will 
speak not only for their own large 
affairs but for the business of prac- 
tically all producers and merchants; 


~ basing their statements in part on 


reports received from tens of thou- 


sands of business men‘other than}; 


themselves. 

While conditions are not uniform 
throughout the country, or through- 
out the various industries, enough 
has already been placed before the 
railroads to warrant the foracast 
that the coming three months will 
carry the present business revival 
to the highest point ever reached in 
the nation’s history. 


Unite in Efforts. 


Instead of taking gendral state- 
ments, members‘ of the advisory 
hoards are going over the advance 
orders on their own books, figuring 
on the rate at which they expect to 
operate their own. factories, mills, 
mines, shops amd ‘stores, counting 
as carefully as experience warrants 
what they may reasonably expect 
in the way of spot business and jot. 
fing down the totals. This method 
of forecasting busincss hag been ex- 
tended beyond the 8,000 board 
members to all business men in 
their localities. 

The sum total of the transporta- 
tiom requirements for moving this 
business is then reported to the 
railroads serving the shippers. Aad 
the railroads, having learned by ex- 
perience that such surveys are ac- 


curate—they have varied only fromy 


1 to 2 per cent in the past——are ar- 
ranging to furnish the transporta- 
tion required, uniting or pooling 
their efforts when necessary to fill 
large orders for cars.

The board’s 
members get in touch with every 
firm shipping goods over the rail- 
roads -within the district.

The committee on 
lumber requirements, for instance, 
‘listing upward of 500 mills in the 
district, reported that those mills 
would need 8,950 cars for their 
September business. That report 
was made three months ago and the 
railroads furnished the 8,950 cars.

‘Most Auto  GeniNaimaenes Are

New York, Sept. 19 (By -A. P.). 
An examination of business results 
so far this year and of prospects 
for the approachjng fourth quarter 
seems to warrant the conclusion 
that 1926 .will mark to establish- 
ment of new high records in most 
lines of industry. 

Last week saw the piling up of 
additional evidence to support this 
view, despite signs of slowing down 
here and there. Commercial re- 
ports revealed that the autumn 
trade was developing at a promis- 
"ing rate, with manufacturing oper- 
ations speeding up to keep pace 
with a steadily enlarging demand 
from censymers. 


Few Offsetting Influences. 


The main ‘offsetting influences, 
which might eventually ‘become im- 
portant énmough to retard the for- 
ward movement of business, have 
been the gradual hardening of 
money rates, complaints of narrow- 
ing margins. of profit, declining 
commodity prices and a sHght in- 
crease in inventories. ) a 

Little doubt remains that the 
railroads this year will carry the 
largest volume of freight in their 
history and that 1926 likewise will 
be a banner year from. the stand- 
point of earnings. With. car load- 
ings, as reported from week to 
week, repeatedly breaking all rec- 
oras, the carriers are appoaching 
the period of normally heaviest 
traffic with a combined net operat- 
ing income more than 13 per cent 
larger for the corresponding months 
last year. 


Index to Country's Prosperity. 


The prosperity of the railroads 
has long been accepted as an index 
to the general prosperity of the 
country. Their showing this year, 
according to railway economists, 
has been doubly significant because 
their efficiency in moving freight, 
as shown by the'complete absence 
of car shortages and their reduc- 
tion in operating expenses, has con- 
tributed to the ease with which 
the current enormous volume of 
business is being conducted on a 
hand-to-mouth buying basis. 

As was the case last year, the 
automobile industry is finding 
that autumn sales, stimulated by 
the introduction of hew models, are 
keeping pace with those: of the 
spring months.

In connection with the suit Rob- 
ert H. Ingersoll, vice chancellor, ap- 
pointed Emerson L. Richards, of 
Atlantic City, a State senator, as 
temporary receiver for Dempsey 
and issued a writ of ne exeat, which 
prevented Dempsey from leaving the 
State until he had posted a bond 
of $100,000. 

Dempsey and his business man- 
ager, Gene Normile, suspect the ob- 
ject in waiting to serve the papers 
on Dempsey until late yesterday 
afternoon, after the banks were 
closed, may have been planned pur- 
posely so the champion would have 
found it difficult to have obtained 
bond and might have gone to jail. 

If their suspicion is correct, 
Dempsey defeated the scheme.

The enrollment then 
‘will be in excess of 70,000, it is 
expected, since the peak enroll- 
ment last year was 69,000. 


High Schools Register Today. 


The high school studénts will 
merely report for registration and 
instructions today, and classes will 
not open until tomorrow morning. 
The number of high school students 
who will report this morning will 
be about 13,000, Mr. Kramer said. 
The peak enrollment, however, will 
attain a mark between 14,000 and 
16,000. Five hundred new students 
from other cities and from schools 
other than the District public 
echools will be received into the 
high schools this morning. 

However, the high school stu- 
dents, owing to some adjustments 
of classes which may be necessary 
tomorrow, will not fall thoroughly 
into the routine of study until 
Wednesday morning. 


Room for 1,700 New Pupils. 


The 56 rooms in the six new 
school buildings and additions will 
provide accommodations for ap- 
proximately 1,700 pupils, it is said. 
The new accommodations are not 
expected to make any reduction in 
the congestion except locally, since 
the increase in enrollment will per- 
haps exceed the capacity of the new 
space. 

First-year pupils have been or- 
dered to report at Eastern and Dun- 
bar High schools at 9 o’clock, at 
Armstrong, Western, McKinley and 
Business High schools at 11 o’clock 
and at Central High school at 10:45 
o’clock. 

A letter has been sent to par- 
ents in the Brightwood, Takoma 
and Sixteenth Street Highlands 
communities by school authorities 
proposing the utilization of the old 
Brightwood school for purposes of 
a junior high school affiliated with 
the Macfarland Junior High school. 
Under the plan, volunteers from 
the 7-A, 7-B and 8-A grades, num- 
bering about 200 students, will be 
admitted to regular junior high 
school instruction in'the old Bright- 
wood school. The classes will be 
organized as soon as possible, it is 
said. It is, of course, purely a vol- 
unteer proposition, but parents are 
urged to take advantage of the op- 
portunity, since junior high school 
facilities are not available to some 
of the sections.

law and order, and its influence 
for good citizenship should be far 
reaching.

Veterans of Foreign 
aso, Tex. 
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S. Wise, -of New York, declared at 
the special night service of the Firs: 
Congregational church last night 
in the Eighth Street temple, Eighth 
and H streets northwest. 

“I have seen something of Eu 


rope in the last few years, and a 
person of any intelligence who will 
observe closely can gather in Eu- 
rope a knowledge of the European 
mind,’’ he declared. 

Rabbi Wise added that the ques 
tion is ‘‘not how the debts will be 
paid, but under what circumstances 
and when they will be canceled.”’ 

“The debts are uncollectible,’’ he 
said, ‘‘and to talk of collecting them 
is to go out of the realm of reali 
ty.”” He declared ‘‘no nation ex- 
cept England is in a position to pay 
the debts.’’ 


Continent Ruled by Fear. 


Rabbi Wise began his sermon 
“America and Europe; A Study in 
Debts and Credits,’’ by saying the 
thing that impressed him most in 
his tours through Europe since the 
war was that ‘‘the entire continent! 
is ruled by fear.’’ 

He followed this by saying: 

“This year, however, I found 
something different. I found a new 
league—a league of resentment to- 
ward this country throughout Bu 
rope. 

“The reason is simple.. 
Europe’s creditors. And, what is 
more, our relations with Europe 
have dwindled merely to that of 
credit and debtor, and no more. It 
would be different if we were one 
with Europe, helping her with her 
troubles. But the mere creditor 
that will be no more is hated.”’ 

Rabbi Wise strongly upbraided 
the policy of this country in press- 
ing the debts above ‘‘the liberties 
of the European peoples and the 
political recovery of the nations.” 
He said: 


Calls Mussolini Beast.

“It is pitiful and a most con- 
temptible stand. If there were any 
honesty and intelligence in the con 
duct of this government it would be 
evident that there can be no pay- 
#ment except in the case of Eng 
land.’”’ 

He declared the United States 
could be about things. much more 
profitable to this country and Eu- 
rope. Europe, he said, has made 
great strides toward political re- 
covery ‘‘without our help.”’ He de- 
clared, however, that there still are 
many “danger points’ in Europe, 
and he feared the final result of 
the debt ‘‘coercion’”’ of this country. 
Rabbi Wise pictured Italy 
‘hell’? and Mussolini as a ‘‘beast”’ 
who had usurped the liberties of 
the people and substituted his will. 
He again termed him a “creature of 
blood.”’ 

He expressed the hope that this 
country will rise again -to ‘‘the po- 
sition of leadership’’ which it re- 
linquished, he said. immediatels 
after the war. He avowed that “I 
only covet honor for my country.’ 
“T am no politician,’ he _ said. 
“but an ethical teacher, and being 
such, should know something 
of morals.’’ When he closed, he was 
applauded by the crowd which 
packed the temple.
